City strained as 
more residents 
fighting tickets 


Budget request. 

Plan is to call in extra 
prosecutor to help deal 
with rising caseload 


Despite the adage, it seems 
more and more people are at 
least willing to try fighting 
city hall. 

The city is looking to add 
another lawyer to its ranks to 
help deal with a big increase 
in the number of people 
fighting tickets. 

Disputes over municipal 
prosecutions — everything 
from parking tickets to ani¬ 
mal fines to business licens¬ 
es — have jumped 150 per 
cent over the last six years. 


In 2007, the city dealt with 
2,949 cases. Last year it dealt 
with 7,326, the majority of 
them dealing with parking 
tickets and LRT fare evasion. 

City lawyer Michael Gun¬ 
ther said it doesn’t appear 
people in Edmonton are 
more litigious, but so many 
people have moved here 
it only made sense tickets 
would rise. 

“We live in a fast-growing 
city, and with large numbers 
of people moving to our city 
each year, it can be expected 
that the total number of vio¬ 
lations will increase corres¬ 
pondingly,” he said. 

Gunther said some of the 
cases the city is pursuing are 
also more complex. He said 
drainage and development 
cases are good examples, 
because a lot of expert evi¬ 
dence and testimony can be 
required.

“These are areas of critical 
importance, given that there 
are often public safety or 
environmental issues associ¬ 
ated with them,” he said. 

In addition to another 
municipal prosecutor, the 
city is looking to hire a risk- 
management consultant and 
a city solicitor who would 
handle complex files. 

According to city spokes¬ 
man Gary Dyck, the prosecu¬ 
tor’s position is budgeted 
at $150,000, while the total 
for all three positions is 
$382,000.

City taxi company 
launches app 

As Uber descends on 
Edmonton, one city taxi 
company is stepping up its 
game with an app to help 
customers track down their 
ride. 

Co-Op Taxi launched 
its own cellphone app just 
over a month ago, which 
allows users to book taxis 
on their mobile, get fare es¬ 
timates and receive updates 
on dispatched cabs. 

Uday Kumar, Alberta 
Co-Op Taxi line general 
manager, said while the 
app may remind some of 
fiber’s ride-share app, it’s 
completely different. 

“We don’t compete with 
Uber,” said Kumar. “We’re 
here to look after the 
customers and at the same 
time take care of the cus¬ 
tomers. We don’t beheve 
in ride-sharing apps, or 
we don’t beheve in an app 
where there is no dispatch 
company.” 

Since it laimched, 

Kumar said, the app is 
downloaded on average 
between 30 to 77 times a 
day. 

Bahaj Manhas, with 
United Cabbies Associa¬ 
tion, said it’s important for 
Edmonton taxi companies 
to keep pace with popular 
technology. 

“All the taxi companies 
need to develop software 
and new apps hke (this),” 
said Manhas, adding Yellow 
Taxi laimched its own app a 
year ago in the city. 

Manhas said companies 
need to kickstart their ad¬ 
vertising campaign to alert 
customers of the service. 

“Customers are more 
aware there are apps hke 
this avahable in the market 
so they don’t need to go to 
Uber and other companies 
who want to compete,” he

Complex Climes cutting into

More complex crimes are hit¬ 
ting the desks of Edmonton 
police officers, requiring more 
time, expertise and cash to 
solve them. 

As city council prepares to 
deliberate the proposed 2015 
budget, the Edmonton Po- 
hce Service will look to pitch 
for more money and officers, 
thanks to the city’s booming 
population and the evolution 
of crime. 

According to major crimes 
Insp. Kevin Brezinski, the ser¬ 
vice has seen more complex

cases in the last few years, 
largely because of new technol¬ 
ogy. 

“Virtually eveiy major 
crime we investigate includes 
a component of video technol¬ 
ogy, whether it being CCTV 
video footage that captures the 
crime, and that’s labour inten¬ 
sive,” he said. 

EPS officers found them¬ 
selves tackling such case in 
2008, when a scheme from 
Montreal swindled more than 



$500,000 from more than 
900 ban accounts, thanks to a 
debit- and credit-card skim¬ 
ming operation. 

Over the next three years, 
EPS worked to identify suspects 
and link different incidents 
together to build a case. 

“It takes time and a lot of 
analytical work and piecing the 
parts of the puzzle togetiher,” 
said EPS Det. James MacDonald. 
“These files can grow and be¬ 
come quite large because typ¬ 
ically once someone is found 
and identified, it’s just the tip 
of the iceberg.” 

Brezinski said because of 
these more complex crimes, 
the service can find itself 
stretched thin and require the 
help of subject-matter exerts 
to translate digital information 
into evidence that can be used 
in court. 

“It’s not a simple cut-and- 
dried major crime investiga¬ 
tion,” he said.

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Legislature to open with 
new security measures

When the doors open on an¬ 
other session of the Alberta 
legislature Monday they won’t 
be opening quite as wide. 

Speaker Gene Zwozdesky 
announced Friday the building 
would see tighter security in 
the wake of the Ottawa shoot¬ 
ing. 

“The tragedy of the October 
22 shootings at Parhament Hill 
in Ottawa has shone a spot¬ 
light on Legislatures across 
the country and demonstrated 
a need to enhance security 
protocols,” he said in a release. 

Among the changes will be 
the closure of the main doors 
on the north side of the build¬ 
ing. All visitors will now have 
to enter through the west 


doors, where they will be sub¬ 
jected to a security screening. 

Edmonton-Castledowns 
MLA Thomas Lukaszuk said 
it’s not the first time he’s seen 
a change hke this. 

“Just after 1 got elected, a 
few months later, we had 9/11 
and that meant significant 
changes,” he said. 

He said he suspects the pub¬ 
lic will accept the new security 
changes, but balance is key. 

“We have to make sure 
members and employees of 
the legislature are s^e and 
they can cany out their work 
with minimal risk, but at the 
same time this is the most 
pubhc building in Alberta — 
it’s a people’s legislature,” he 
said. 

Lukaszuk said even with 
the changes the building is 
still a very open public space. 

“1 had the pleasure of vis¬ 
iting hterally dozens of par¬ 
liament buildings around 
the world and still, after this 
change, ours will be one of the 
most accessible.”

Prentice wants cabinet 
to turn the other cheek 


CaU him old-fashioned, but 
Alberta Premier Jim Prentice 
wants to bring back a sense of 
decorum when the faU session 
of the Alberta legislature kicks 
off on Monday. 

The legislature has been a 
battleground for the past year, 
especially during Question Per¬ 
iod, when the ruling Conserva¬ 
tive party was rocked by allega¬ 
tion after allegation from the 
opposition parties. 

That’s going to end said 
Prentice, who stressed during 
the weekend Progressive Con¬ 
servative party convention in 
Banff that Albertans are sick 
and tired of negative politics. 

“I’ll never snap back,” Pren¬ 
tice said with a laugh. 

“1 beheve what Albertans 
want to see is a government 
that’s professional, that is re¬ 
spectful, that deals with issues 
on their merits and 1 intend to 
conduct myself really, the same 
way that 1 did as a senior, fed¬ 
eral minister,” he said. 

Prentice spent years in Ste¬ 
phen Harper’s government in 
cabinet posts that included In¬ 
dian Affairs and Northern De¬ 



velopment, Environment and 
Industry before leaving federal 
politics in 2010. 

He’s ordered his cabinet col¬ 
leagues to follow his example 
and turn the other cheek. 

“Clearly, emotions always 
run high in the legislative as¬ 
sembly but I’ve heard loud 
and clear from Albertans that 
they want a different tone and 
they’re going to see a different 
tone certainly from me and I’ve 
asked and instructed our minis¬ 
ters to similarly follow suit.”

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No equal rights for 
all? Wildrose takes 
back its bold words 

LGBTQ rights. Party 
rolls back on definitive 
statement affirming 
specific groups 


Alberta’s Wildrose party 
members have backtracked 
on a definitive statement on 
equal rights for all — one 
year after they passed it over¬ 
whelmingly to remove the 
stain of being anti-gay bigots. 

Party members voted 
148-109 against adopting as 
policy a statement approved 
last year that affirmed the 
rights for eveiyone regardless 
of race, religion, sexual orien¬ 
tation, and other differences. 

Instead, the party voted 
to go with the current policy 
definition, which broadly 
promises to “recognize that

all Albertans have equal 
rights, privileges and respon¬ 
sibilities.” 

The expanded definition 
had been held up by the party 
for a year as the shining ex¬ 
ample of a new moderate cen¬ 
trism palatable to Albertans 
across the political spectrum. 


On Friday, Wildrose Lead¬ 
er Danielle Smith, in her 
keynote speech, even hailed 
the motion as a triumph and 
a symbol of a mature party 
ready for power. 

“We needed a definitive 
statement to protect the 
equality of all Albertans, in¬ 
cluding our friends in the 
LGBTQ community. So we 
drafted and we passed one,” 
she said in the speech. 

On Saturday, Smith said 
she was out of the room 
when the rollback vote was 
taken, and would have voted 
for the expanded definition.

‘Ebola nurse’ turns 
her focus to Canada 


Policy game. U.S. 
nurse takes Canadian 
government to task 
on recent clampdown 
on flights from Ebola- 
affected regions 


She took on U.S. politicians. 
Now a nurse who castigated 
what she considered ignorant 
Ebola policies in her own coun- 
tiy has a few words for the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada. 

Kaci Hickox, the woman 
who became known as The Eb¬ 
ola Nurse, is now free to move 
around, after clearing the 21- 
day virus-free period. Outside 
of her own experience, she’s 
become familiar with Canada’s 
clampdown on travel from 
parts of West Africa. 

“1 had this terrible gut reac¬ 
tion,” Hickox said. 

Large numbers of people 
have told pollsters they want 
severe travel restrictions, simi¬ 



lar to the measures imposed in 
Canada. The U.S. government 
has resisted, saying they would 
be more harmfiil than helpful. 

“We should be listening 
to public-health leaders. This 
should not be a pohtical game,” 
she said. 

Another American back 
from a volimteer stint in Africa 
chose, unlike Hickox, to will¬ 
ingly place herself in quaran¬ 
tine. Jessi Hanson said she was 
lucky to have a supportive em¬ 
ployer, who let her work from 
home. 

But she was equally scath¬ 


ing, perhaps more so, toward 
the Canadian policy. 

“Shocked and appalled,” 
Hanson said of the reaction 
she’s heard from friends in the 
U.S., to Canada’s Oct. 31 an- 
normcement. 

She said it sends a signal to 
the rest of the world that these 
coimtries should be cut off, 
their economies further dam¬ 
aged, and their travel ability 
restricted, she said. It also risks 
a serious unintended conse¬ 
quence: scaring African coun¬ 
tries into covering up evidence 
of Ebola on their soil. 

“What does it say — how 
do we value that cormtiy and 
those people? 1 don’t think Can¬ 
ada would have imposed such 
a ban on the United States or 
England,” Hanson said. 

The Canadian government 
points out its pohcy allows 
some case-by-case exceptions, 
and because it doesn’t apply 
to people with Canadian pass¬ 
ports it wouldn’t affect health 
workers heading to Africa.

The federal government says 
six Royal Canadian Navy 
members sprang into action 
to battle a fire while dining

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News media call for 
Bourque evidence 
to be made public 


New Brunswick. 

Lawyers to argue about 
access to trial exhibits, 
including videotaped 
confession of man who 
killed three Mounties 


Lawyers will be in a New 
Brunswick courtroom Mon¬ 
day to argue whether exhibits 
entered as evidence at Justin 
Bourque’s sentencing should 
be made public, including a 
videotaped police interview 
where he admits to shooting 
three RCMP officers dead and 
wounding two others. 

Bourque was sentenced 
last month to life in prison 
with no eligibility for par¬ 
ole for 75 years, after plead¬ 
ing guilty to three counts of 
first-degree murder and two 


counts of attempted murder. 
The penalty is the harshest 
Canada has seen since the 
last state-sanctioned execu¬ 
tions in 1962. 

A number of news media 
organizations, including The 
Canadian Press, have asked 
for access to the exhibits that 
were used at his sentencing 
hearing. 

Lawyers for Bourque and 
the Crown are opposing the 
request. 

David Coles, the lawyer 
representing the media, said 
the public has a right to see 
and hear the evidence. 

“It seems to me the Can¬ 
adian people have a right to 
review the evidence upon 
which the chief justice made 
the decision that was appro¬ 
priate,” Coles said. “We live 
in a society where, unfortu¬ 
nately over the past several 
years, a multiplicity of our 


peace officers have been 
gunned down and one has to 
ask, ‘Are the protocols appro¬ 
priate? Are their orders ap¬ 
propriate? Is their equipment 
sufficient?”’ 

Crown prosecutor Cam¬ 
eron Gunn declined com¬ 
ment in advance of Monday’s 
hearing. Bourque’s lawyer, 
David Lutz, did not return a 
request for comment. 

Coles said the evidence 
should also be made pubhc 
because while it was pre¬ 
sented in open court, not 
everyone could be there to 
hear it, and the informa¬ 
tion it conveys is of interest 
throughout Canada. 

The exhibits include re¬ 
cordings of 911 calls, police 
radio transmissions from the 
five officers shot and an inter¬ 
view Bourque gave to police 
after his arrest June 6.

Israeli man stabbed. 

Attack comes as 
Netanyahu promotes 
bill designating Israel 
as nation-state of 
Jewish people 


An Israeli man was stabbed in 
Jerusalem on Sunday, appar¬ 
ently by a Palestinian assail¬ 
ant, police said. 

The incident adds to ten¬ 
sions in the city that have 
spiked in recent weeks, most¬ 
ly over disputed claims to a 
site that is holy both to Jews 
and Muslims. 

A police spokeswoman 
said a Jewish man in his 30s 
was stabbed in the back with 
a screwdriver by an assailant 
who “apparently is Arab.” 

Also Sunday, Israel’s prime 
minister said he’s pushing 
forward a bill that enshrines 
in law that Israel is the nation-

state of the Jewish people, 
adding a new complication to 
already tense relations with 
Arab-Israelis and Palestinians. 

At his weekly Cabinet 
meeting, Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu said the law would rec¬ 
ognize Israel’s Jewish charac¬ 
ter in addition to its already 
legislated democratic one. He 
says “the balance between 
these two facets is necessaiy” 
when Palestinians and others 
refuse to recognize Israel as a 
Jewish state. 

The bill has yet to be for¬ 
mally drafted and Netanyahu 
says it faces “many changes 
and discussions.” One of its 
prime movers, lawmaker 
Zeev Elkin of Netanyahu’s 
Likud party, is reportedly 
pressing for it to include pro¬ 
visions institutionalizing Jew¬ 
ish law as an inspiration for 
future parliamentaiy legis¬ 
lation, and cancelling the 
status of Arabic as an official 
Israeli language, alongside 
Hebrew. 

Netanyahu’s decision to 
push the law forward may 
reflect pressures from right 
wing elements in his coali¬ 
tion, which favour advancing 
a nationalistic, religious- 
oriented agenda.

Turkey. Muslims discovered Americas: Erdogan 


Turkish President Recep Tay- 
yip Erdogan is claiming that 
Muslim sailors reached the 
Americas more than 300 
years before explorer Christo¬ 
pher Columbus. 

Speaking Saturday at a 
gathering of Muslim leaders 
from Latin America, Erdogan 
said that contact between 
Islam and Latin America 
dates to the 12th centuiy. 

“It is alleged that the 


American continent was 
discovered by Columbus 
in 1492,” Erdogan said. “In 
fact, Muslim sailors reached 
the American continent 314 
years before Columbus, in 
1178.” 

“In his memoirs, Christo¬ 
pher Columbus mentions the 
existence of a mosque atop a 
hill on the coast of Cuba,” Er¬ 
dogan said. 

Scholars have disputed the 


claim in Columbus’ writings, 
saying there is no archeo¬ 
logical evidence of Muslims 
having lived in the Americas 
before Columbus made his 
expedition in 1492 on behalf 
of the Spanish crown. 

Who discovered the Amer¬ 
icas has long been a contro¬ 
versial issue, with scholars 
and historians claiming that 
others arrived before Colum¬ 
bus.

The Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) released a video 
Sunday of a masked militant 
standing over a severed head 
it claimed was Peter Kassig, a 
former U.S. soldier-tumed-aid 
worker who was taken hostage 
while dehvering rehef supphes 
to Syrians caught in that corm- 
tiy’s brutal civil war. 

Hours later, the White 
House confirmed Kassig’s death 
after a review of the video, 
which also showed the behead¬ 
ings of a dozen Syrian soldiers. 

Kassig, 26, a former Army 
Ranger who returned to the 
Middle East to help wounded 


and displaced Syrians, “was 
taken from us in an act of 
pure evil by a terrorist group 
that the world rightly associ¬ 
ates with inhumanity,” U.S. 
President Barack Obama said 
in a statement. He denounced 
the extremist group, which he 
said “revels in the slaughter of 
innocents, including Muslims, 
and is bent only on sowing 
death and destruction.” 

With Kassig’s death, ISIL 
has killed five Westerners it 
was holding. American jour¬ 
nalists James Foley and Ste¬ 
ven Sotloff were beheaded, as 
were British aid workers David 
Haines and Alan Henning. Un¬ 
like previous videos of slain 
Western hostages, the footage 
released Sunday did not show 
the decapitation of Kassig or 
the moments leading up to his 
death. 

“This is Peter Edward 
Kassig, a U.S. citizen ... who 
fought against the Muslims in 
Iraq,” said the black-clad mil¬ 


itant, who spoke with a Brit¬ 
ish accent that was distorted 
in the video, apparently to 


disguise his identity. Previous 
videos featured a mifitant with

Amateur footage of Flight 17 downing shows alarm in village 


Four months after Malaysia 
Airlines Flight 17 was shot 
down over rebel-held eastern 
Ukraine, The Associated Press 
has obtained video that shows 
how close the burning passen¬ 
ger jet came to hitting village 
homes and suggests that resi¬ 
dents first assumed it was a 


Ukrainian rmlitaiy plane that 
had been struck. 

The amateur footage, filmed 
by a resident of Hrabove, shows 
people reacting in alarm as 
wreckage blazes only a few 
metres away from their homes 
on the afternoon of July 17. The 
video is perhaps the first taken 


immediately after the plane 
came down. 

The ultimate cause of the 
MH17 disaster is the subject 
of major diplomatic disputes. 
Ukraine and Western govern¬ 
ment say Russia-backed separa¬ 
tist fighters fired the rockets 
that felled the plane, while 


state-run television in Moscow 
over the weekend produced 
evidence it claims places blame 
with Ukraine’s air force. 

All 298 people aboard the 
Boeing 777 fiying from Am¬ 
sterdam to Kuala Lumpur were 
IdUed when it was shot down 
over a rebel-held area. Charred 


remains of the aircraft are scat¬ 
tered arormd fields over an area 
of 20 square kilometres. 

Workers on Sunday began 
collecting debris from the crash 
site, under the supervision of 
Dutch investigators and of¬ 
ficials from the Organization 
for Security and Cooperation 


in Europe. The recovered frag¬ 
ments will be loaded onto 
trains and taken to the govern¬ 
ment-controlled eastern city of 
Kharkiv. The investigation into 
what happened to MH17 is be¬ 
ing conducted there and in the 
Netherlands.

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Inventing ‘an unstealable bike’ 



Uphill battle. After 
Chilean's bike stolen, 
he and two friends set 
out to solve a common 
problem 


It’s a bicyclist’s dream: a bike 
that can’t be stolen. 

The Yerka, a prototype de¬ 
signed by three young Chil¬ 
ean engineering students, is 
the latest entry in a recent 
trend of bikes that can be 
locked using some of their 
own parts. 

They include Brooklyn- 
based Seatylock, which uses 
its saddle seat as a lock, and 
Seattle-based Denny, which 
is locked with its detachable 
handlebars. 

But the inventors of the 
Yerka have a new twist on 
that approach: The bike’s 
lower frame opens up into 
two arms that are then con¬ 
nected to the seat post and 
locked to a post, so thieves 
would have to destroy a Yer¬ 
ka to get it unlocked, leaving 
it valueless. 


“That’s why our motto is 
‘A bike that gets stolen is no 
longer a bike.’ What we have 
here is truly an unstealable 
bike,” said Cristobal Cabello, 
who came up with the design 
during a college engineering 
class with childhood friends 
Andres Roi Eggers and Juan 
Jose Monsalve. 

In Chile and elsewhere 
in Latin America, the spread 
of designated cycling lanes, 
storage racks and bike-share 
programs are encouraging 
commuters to switch from 
cars to bikes, which are 
cheaper and environmentally 
friendly. 

Cristobal Galban, who 
holds a doctorate in naval 
and environmental engin¬ 
eering and is director of the 
sustainability research centre 
at Santiago’s Andres Bello 
University, said a study by 
his team in 2013 found that 
“the use of bikes has doubled 
among Chileans” in five 
years. 

“The main problem in 
Chile and elsewhere is the 
robberies, so the Yerka could 
help solve this,” said Galban, 
whose own bike was recently 


stolen. 

The young engineers said 
they began experimenting 
with their idea after Roi’s 
bicycle was stolen. First they 
built a PVC model, then con¬ 
structed a working prototype. 


Now, while waiting for 
the patent to be approved 
and cariying out more tests 
on the bike’s resistance 
to thieves, the team plans 
to launch a crowdfunding 
campaign seeking to raise

veloping economies spanned 
issues from boosting growth 
to combatting corruption. 
Here are some of the com¬ 
mitments made by G20 lead¬ 
ers after two days of meet¬ 
ings in Brisbane, Australia. 

Growth 

Leaders finalized a plan 
outlined by their finance 
ministers early this year to 
boost the world economy. 
Through 1,000 policy meas¬ 
ures, 800 of which are new, 
they hope to add $2 trillion 
US to world GDP by 2018 on 


top of the growth already 
expected. World GDP this 
year is about $77 trillion. 

An assessment of the 
initiatives by the IMF and 
OECD says their clarity and 
concreteness has increased 
but some remain “insuffi¬ 
ciently precise.” 

Women at work 

The G20 nations want to see 
100 million more women in 
employment by 2025. 

That will require 
reducing the barriers to 
female participation in the 


workforce. It would reduce 
poverty and inequality and 
boost economic growth. But 
the communique does not 
say how this new goal will 
be achieved. 

Tax evasion 

To prevent cross-border tax 
evasion by corporations and 
wealthy individuals, G20 
countries agreed to auto¬ 
matically exchange tax in¬ 
formation with each other 
and with other nations by 
2018 at the latest. 

That is part of an 


ongoing effort to stop multi¬ 
national companies lower¬ 
ing their tax bills by moving 
profits from the country 
where they are earned to 
places with lower tax rates. 

Infrastructure hub 

To be located in Sydney, 
this co-ordinating body will 
work with governments, 
companies and develop¬ 
ment banks to help the G20 
achieve a goal of increasing 
investment in infrastruc¬ 
ture.

From nine to five, seven days 
a week, Robert Schill plays 
video games while sitting 
on a plush, brown sofa in 
central Florida.

When the 26-year-old 
ginger-haired Schill finishes 
his shift, he unplugs his 
game controller and his 
roommate, 29-year-old Adam 
Young, sinks into the sofa 
and plays until 1 a.m. Then 
a third roommate, Brett 
Borden, 26, clocks in for his 
eight-hour shift. 

They are the stars of 
StreamerHouse. They broad¬ 
cast via Twitch.tv, an online 
network that attracts tens of 
millions of visitors, most of 
whom watch footage of other 
people playing video games. 

StreamerHouse is set in 
a 1920s-era Mediterranean- 
revival home graced with 20 
cameras, at least 15 comput¬ 
er screens and two bulldogs 
(Mister Pig and Baby Pig). 

It’s part reality TV, part talk 
radio and part performance 
art. The trio play games, chat 
with fans and narrate their 
daily lives into an expensive 
microphone setup. 

They make money from 
a cut of Twitch advertising, 
subscriptions, video game 
sales and from fan donations.

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INFRASTRUCTURE NOT SEXY BUT ESSENTIAL 


It seems like every other day there is an announce¬ 
ment of a new building being slated for the down¬ 
town core. 

The latest announcement is for a proposed de¬ 
velopment on the old Healy Ford site on 106 Street 
between 104th and 103rd Avenues. 

If it comes to fruition, it will involve creating 
two 51-storey towers near MacEwan University 
and an additional 1,500 to 2,000 residents. All 
such announcements have generally been pos¬ 
itioned as good news for the city. Looked at indi¬ 
vidually, they are. Looked at collectively, perhaps 
not so much. 

The greatest challenge facing almost every ma¬ 
jor city in Canada is aging infrastructure. 

The reasons for that are manifold. Infrastructure isn’t as 
sexy as a new recreation centre and often, as in the case of storm 
and sanitary sewers, it’s invisible. 

Invisibility can allow infrastructure maintenance to be 


either postponed or ignored until it fails. Under 
those circumstances, taxpayers are often on the 
hook for huge repair bills. 

So let’s go back to looking at finalized and pro¬ 
posed developments in the downtown. 

In addition to the downtown arena and the 
new museum, we’re slated to see a couple of new 
hotels several new office towers, one huge condo 
development of 71 stories and another at 32 stor¬ 
ies and the list goes on. There are more than 30 po¬ 
tential projects on the books. 

Couple those projects with the development of 
the former municipal airport and the immensity 
of development in the downtown becomes readily 
apparent and the need for new or upgraded infra¬ 
structure should too. One has to wonder what the pressure on 
our sewer system alone will be. 

So are we maintaining and developing our infrastructure at 
a pace in keeping with these new developments? I don’t have an

answer to that and I am not sure you do either. That’s why the 
current budget discussions at city hall are so critical. We need to 
know that money is being allocated where it is needed most and 
not just to things that are cool or visible. 

One of the advantages to living in a city this size is that we 
can look to challenges faced by larger cities and how best to al¬ 
leviate them. 

Right now it would appear we are following the path to the 
infrastructure crisis of cities such as Toronto where growth has 
rapidly outpaced infrastructure development and maintenance. 

As a taxpayer, this possibility makes me very twitchy.

Movies. Jennifer Lawrence wants laws changed to 
protect celebrities from illegal paparazzi photos 


Jennifer Lawrence says she 
knew being a movie star 
would bring with it a certain 
loss of privacy. What she 
didn’t know, she says, was 
the deep emotional and even 
physical toll it would take. 

“1 knew the paparazzi 
were going to be a reality in 
my life,” the 24-year-old Os¬ 
car winner said in an inter¬ 
view. “But 1 didn’t know that 
1 would feel anxiety eveiy 
time 1 open my front door, or 


that being chased by 10 men 
you don’t know, or being sur¬ 
rounded, feels invasive and 
makes me feel scared and 
gets my adrenaline going 
eveiy day.” 

Lawrence was recently in 
the news when nude photos 
of her and other celebrities 
were hacked, then posted 
online. She took the position 
that the hacking was not a 
scandal but “a sex crime.” 

The actress is promoting 


The Hunger Games: Mocking- 
jay: Part 1, the third install¬ 
ment of the franchise. 

“You can say, ‘This (inva¬ 
sion of privacy) is part of my 
job and this is going to be a 
reality of my life,”’ Lawrence 
said, “but what you don’t ex¬ 
pect is how your body and 
how your emotions are going 
to react to it.” 

And yet, she added with 
her typical candour, the pub¬ 
lic isn’t veiy sympathetic to 



Liam Payne of One Direction

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such celebrity complaints: 
“Nobody wants to help us be¬ 
cause it seems like, you know, 
‘Shut up, millionaires!”’ 

Sitting alongside her co- 
stars Josh Hutcherson and 
Liam Hemsworth, Lawrence 
said that although she adores 
her job, “There are some 
things that 1 couldn’t really 
prepare for.” 

As an example, she de¬ 
scribed checking into a hotel 
and opening the window to 
discover “a team of papar¬ 
azzi outside that are shooting 
up into my hotel room. And 
we can’t ask them to move 
because they’re on public 
property. And they can photo¬ 
graph me because I’m a pub¬ 
lic person or can chase me 
because I’m a public person.” 

“If these laws are go¬ 
ing to be in place to protect 
the press and to protect the 
paparazzi and to protect the 
news, then new measures 
need to be made, because this 
is an entirely new phenom¬ 
enon. This didn’t exist 200 
years ago.” 

“And my belief, and it’s 
something 1 am going to work 
very hard on changing ... is to 
make it illegal to buy, post or 
shop a photo that’s been ob¬ 
tained illegally,” she said. “If 
somebody jumps my fence 
and takes a picture through 
my window of me naked, 
that’s illegal, but the photos 
can still be everywhere (on¬ 
line) the next day, and that 
makes no sense!” 

Lawrence’s co-stars echoed 
her concerns. 

“They say, well, this is part 
of it, you should have known 
— but you can’t know. You 
don’t know how hard it is to 
lose your anonymity until it’s 
gone,” noted Hutcherson, 22, 
who plays Peeta Mellark to 
Lawrence’s Katniss Everdeen. 

Added Hemsworth, 24, 
who plays Gale Hawthorne: 
“There’s really no right rea¬ 
son for that (kind of thing) to 
be allowed.”

When it came to creat¬ 
ing her character, Aniston 
said she told the filmmakers: 
“Just go as far as you can until 
someone actually gets sick 
from it.” 

She feels there’s more to 
do be done with Dr. Julia Har¬ 
ris. “She’s hardly tapped out. 
We all were a bit sad when 
this movie came to an end be¬ 
cause 1, for one, felt it was too 
soon to end Juha’s party.” 


As the 45-year-old pro¬ 
motes her new comedy, she’s 
also getting potential awards 
attention for her dramatic 
turn in Cake, which is open 
now in limited release. She’s 
not ruling out a return to TV, 
either, although she didn’t 
hint at any specific plans.

Did you learn your lesson 
last year and decide to set aside 
some money every month so 
you wouldn’t end up putting 
your holiday on credit? Did you 
plan ahead, particularly for big 
purchases, and take advantage 
of the stuff that went on sale 
well ahead of the Christmas 
msh? Good for you. 

Don’t want to blow your 
brains out on gift-giving this 
holiday season? Pretend you 
are Santa: make a hst and 
check it twice. Who doesn’t 
need to be on there? To whom 
can you give a token gift to 
commemorate the season? 
How much are you going to 
spend on each person? 

Even if you’re just miming 
out for eggnog or wrapping 
paper, without a hst you’ll fall 
victim to a whole bunch of 
“Jeez, 1 forgot I also need ...” 
and bring back a receipt you’ll 
kick yourself for later. Mak¬ 
ing a hst also helps you plan 
how you’ll use those coupons 
you’ve got stashed in your wal¬ 


let. 

Before tossing anything 
into your shopping cart, ask 
yourself why you are buying 
it. Are you just fulhlhng your 
duty to give a gift? Are you 
showing off? Are you tiying 
to keep up? Or are you giving 
something you can afford that 
your friend, sister, son or part¬ 
ner will tmly enjoy receiving? 
If they really love you, your 
mom, brother or BEE aren’t 
going to be happier that you 
put yourself in hnancial stress 
instead of giving them some¬ 
thing that might be shghtly 
less and within your means. If 
they are judging you on your 
pressie, then they don’t really 
love you and you shouldn’t be 
buying them anything. 

Don’t self-gift while you’re 
shopping. The one-for-me-one- 
for-you approach to hohday 


shopping is just an excuse to 
be self-indulgent. More than 
three-quarters of us buy some¬ 
thing for ourselves while shop¬ 
ping for others. 

If you see something you 
want to add to your hst, do so, 
but make sure you wait at least 
48 hours before you buy it. Im¬ 
pulse shopping is at its peak 
during the Hohday Rush and it 
can be a budget killer. 

Go home, check onhne for 
where else the item may be 
on sale, and make sure you’re 
making a thoughtful decision. 

Resist the urge to open up 
ah those store credit cards 
you’ll be offered. It’s tempting 


to get that 10 per cent off your 
purchase for the day, I know, 
but think for a minute: stores 
must be making a lot of money 
on interest and late fees in or¬ 
der to offer you that special 
deal. And if you’re the sucker 
who ends up carrying a bal¬ 
ance, you’ll spend far more in 
interest than you saved on pur¬ 
chases. And, yes, opening and 
closing store cards can mess 
with your credit score. 

Skip the extended warran¬ 
ties. Most are a huge rip-off, so 
if you’re even considering it, 
calculate the cost as a percent¬ 
age of the item you are buying. 
Remember, manufacturers’ 


warranties protect you, usually 
for up to a year, against any 
defect. And if you shop with 
the right credit card, your war¬ 
ranty can be extended to up to 
two years. Of the dozens and 
dozens of extended warranties 
I’ve been offered in my shop¬ 
ping hfe, there’s only one that 
I would have made money on! 

If you’re a smart coupon 
shopper, you probably check 
onhne to see if there are any 
new offers before you hit 
the malls. But have you ever 
thought about setting up a 
“sale mail” email account 
when stores ask you for your 
email so you can get the cou¬ 
pons, but not be inundated 
with junk in your regular 
email? 

As you grab your keys, 
grab a sandwich and a drink, 
too. If you’re going to be out 
shopping for a while, pack a 
healthy snack and some water. 
Hunger and thirst have a way 
of muddhng your thinking. 
Keep your energy up so your 
brain (and self-control) can 
work properly. 

If you can’t find the perfect 
gift for someone on your hst, 
consider a gift of cash. While 
gift cards may be more “hoh¬ 
day friendly,” I only choose gift 
cards over cash when I want to 
be sure the body buys some¬ 
thing I intended, as oppose to 
just incorporating the money 
into the cash flow for house¬ 
hold bills. Yes, there are still 
selfless people who don’t want 
to spend a cent on themselves. 

The veiy best gifts don’t 
cost a penny. Offer up your 
time babysitting, cooldng 
meals, house cleaning, mas¬ 
saging, sewing, knitting, 
transporting, or whatever else 
you’re good at.

Overcoming financial obstacles 

For 11 months, I have coached two Canadian couples to overcome their money fears. The result of taking control of their 
respective financial futures has been a collective net worth improvement of more than $75,000. As we march towards 
the end of the year, we will lay out a five-year plan that will help each couple achieve their long-term financial goals. 

But first, we will examine obstacles that each couple faces in making their long-term plan a reality. - Lesley-Anne Scorgie 




Anne-Marie and Peter 


Carolina and Jose 


There are three major ob¬ 
stacles Anne-Marie and Peter 
face in making their long¬ 
term financial plans of own¬ 
ing a home and building up 
retirement savings: 

• Peter’s low income 

• The high costs of child care 

• The second child versus first 
home dilemma 

Over the past year, Peter 
has been wrestling with the 
financial realities of having a 
career he loves in sports edi¬ 
ting that pays much lower 
than a similar role in a large 
corporation. 

His excellent work ethic 
and performance have helped 
him advance in title and work 
quality, but not in salary. After 
much lobbying by Peter and 
great deliberation by his em¬ 
ployer, he secured a raise last 
month, equating to a 20 per 
cent salary increase. 

Despite this excellent 
news, Peter still remains 
underpaid for his work rela¬ 
tive to the market. So he will 
continue to monitor his op¬ 
tions in 2015. 

The second obstacle is how 
best to afford child care when 
Anne-Marie returns to work in 
the spring. The current quotes 
range from $1,750 to $2,000 
per month until their daugh¬ 
ter is 18 months old, at which 
point the child care fees drop 
approximately 30 per cent.

Though the couple became 
familiar with these costs when 
they were planning their first 
child, they are still concerned 
about the impact these costs 
will have to their budget 
and overall lifestyle. They 
may have to consider serious 
cuts to their social spending, 
which is $400 per month. 

The third and most signifi¬ 
cant obstacle is the dilemma 
of having a second child ver¬ 
sus buying their first home. 
They have tremendous anx¬ 
iety around affording both, 
yet many families have gone 
this route before them and 
managed with much less. 

The facts are that rais-

ing a family isn’t cheap and 
neither is buying a home in 
Toronto. To have both will re¬ 
quire a complete elimination 
of consumer debt (of which 
the couple is nearly there), a 
reduction in social and travel 
spending, and, most certain¬ 
ly, a higher-paying job for 
Peter. 

Homework 

For our last month together, 
Anne-Marie and Peter will 
work through a detailed 2015 
budget that incorporates child 
care costs and prioritizes their 
down payment savings. 

THE NAMES OF BOTH COUPLES HAVE BEEN 
CHANGED TO PROTECT THEIR PRIVACY. 


Last month Carolina and Jose 
finally crossed the threshold 
into positive net worth. And 
the cherry on top of this good 
news was Jose’s positive per¬ 
formance review, which land¬ 
ed him a five per cent raise to 
his annual income. 

There is one primaiy ob¬ 
stacle the couple faces when 
working towards their long¬ 
term financial goals of start¬ 
ing a retirement savings pro¬ 
gram, eliminating their debt 
and contributing to RESPs for 
their three daughters — low 
household income. 

Carolina and Jose recog¬ 
nize that just getting by with 
their current income is far 
from desirable. 

Though they live an ex¬ 
ceptionally fmgal life, rais¬ 
ing three children and pay¬ 
ing a mortgage leaves little 
for other important finan¬ 
cial priorities like saving for 
retirement, reducing their 
student loans, and paying 
for their term-life insurance 
policy. 

Jose’s recent raise will 
certainly help their monthly 
cash flow, but it doesn’t fun¬ 
damentally change their abil¬ 
ity to make serious progress 
on their savings. 

What would make a huge 
difference to their monthly 
cash flow is if Carolina went 
back to work part time in 15

months, when their youngest 
daughter is old enough for 
junior preschool. 

They have worked out the 
math and if Carolina could 
net $1,000 per month after 
taxes, that would enable the 
couple to eliminate their re¬ 
maining student debt in two 
years, kick-start RESPs for 
their daughters, while being 
able to contribute a few hun¬ 
dred dollars each month into 
their RRSPs. 

When combined with 
Jose’s ambitious plans to con¬ 
tinue climbing the corporate 
ladder as a safety co-ordin¬ 
ator, they may eventually be 
able to afford a larger home 


a budget, purchased a 
home, are frugal, and have 
no retirement savings 


• Rent or own: Own 


• Top goals for 2014: Pay 
off debt, buy a house, and 
visit family 


• Current net worth: $1,000 


• Homework from last 
month: Building a five- 
year budget around their 
five-year goals 


for their growing family and 
higher quality activities and 
training for their children. 

The changes Carolina and 
Jose envision for their income 
won’t happen overnight, so 
they will slowly chip away at 
these major goals, one dollar 
at a time.

2. To make the meatballs: 
Combine the ground beef, 
bread crumbs, barbecue 
sauce, egg, garlic, basil 
and 2 tbsp of the Parmesan 
cheese. Form into 1-inch 
meatballs (you should have 
enough for about 24 meat¬ 
balls). Place on baking sheet 
and cook for 10 minutes, 
turning after 6 minutes.

and meatballs. Bring to a 
boil, then reduce the heat 
to low and simmer, covered, 
for 10 minutes. 

4. Stir in the pasta and al¬ 
low to simmer for 5 min¬ 
utes or until the pasta is 
tender. Serve the soup in 
bowls, and garnish it with 
Parmesan cheese.

Is a‘gap 
year' after high school 
the right choice for you?

It’s a familiar script that 
millions of students follow 
each year: Graduate high 
school and then immediate¬ 
ly start post-secondary. 

But more and more stu¬ 
dents are embracing the 
“gap year” — a year of vol¬ 
unteering and working be¬ 
fore heading to campus. 

“In the beginning of sen¬ 
ior year I was really stressed 
out with homework and 
extracurricular activities 
and everything that goes 
along with it in high school,” 
says Elizabeth Campbell, a 
19-year-old from Little Rock, 
Ark. “And I decided, ‘Hey, 
maybe I want to take some 
time off and travel and learn 
another language.’” 

Campbell decided to 
defer her admission to Fur¬ 
man University for a year 
and moved to Seville, Spain, 
as part of a gap year pro¬ 
gram with the Council on 
International Educational 
Exchange. 

“I lived with a host family 
and went to an intensive 
language study,” explains 
Campbell, who also spent a 
significant amount of time 
volunteering as an English 
tutor at two local schools, 
one of which served the 


children of Ecuadorian im¬ 
migrants. She says that in 
many ways, her year away 
gave her a leg up when it 
came time to start college 

“It definitely made me 
a more open-minded per¬ 
son,” she says. “I was just 
so stressed out senior year 
(of high school), and the 
gap year really gave me a 
break from that academic 
pressure and that pressure 
to succeed and make really 
great grades. I definitely 
think that I’m really fresh 
for college now.” 

In many ways, Camp¬ 
bell’s story is typical of stu¬ 
dents who take gap years, 
says Jay Bacrania, the CEO 
of Signet Education in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. 
Bacrania and his colleague 
Sheila Akbar often help plan 
gap years for the students 
they work with, which they 
stress isn’t a year-long vaca¬ 
tion. 

“They are going to be 
challenged,” he says, adding 
that planning is key. “It’s 
not really a way to disguise 
a year off.” Students weigh¬ 
ing whether to take a gap 
year should ask themselves 
these questions: 

What do you want to 
accomplish? 

“Think about what your 
goals are,” advises Bacrania. 
“Is there a project you want 
to work on?” He suggests 
that high school seniors talk 
with their families or other 
mentors about things they’d 
like to achieve during the 
year and to come up with

“We don’t encourage that,” 


says Bacrania, noting that 
some students flirt with the 
idea of the gap year quite late 
into their senior years when 
they feel like they aren’t get¬ 
ting into the schools they 


want. 

Both Akbar and Bacrania 
say they usually suggest that 
students complete the college 
application process and defer 
admission for a year.

When the Edmonton offence 
couldn’t get it going, the de¬ 
fence more than made up for it 
on Sunday. 

The Eskimos defence re¬ 
corded five interceptions and 
Kendial Lawrence had an 84- 
yard punt return touchdown 
on special teams as Edmonton 
beat the Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders 18-10 in the CFL’s West 
semifinal. 

“Our defence was pretty 
vital tonight,” said Eskimos 
head coach Chris Jones. “We 
needed to play good there. If 
you want to win in the play¬ 
offs you have to play great on 
defence.” 

“Our defence seems to be 
able to do that week in and 
week out,” Lawrence added. 
“They gave us a lot of chances 
on offence and we just need to 
take better advantage of them.” 

The game was billed as a 
battle of the backup quarter¬ 
backs between Edmonton’s 
Matt Nichols and Saskatch¬ 
ewan’s 41-year-old QB Keny 
Joseph, but neither lasted past 
the midway mark of the third 
quarter. 

Edmonton’s No. 1 quarter¬ 
back Mike ReiUy came into 
the game six minutes into the 
third quarter despite nursing a 
broken bone in hiis right foot. 

“1 knew 1 was probably go¬ 
ing to get in at some point,” 
said Reilly, who was then asked 


to critique his performance. 
“We won, so good enough. 
That’s how it goes in the play¬ 
offs. If you win, you were good 
enough. If you lost, you didn’t. 
We played good enough against 
a good football team in some 
tough conditions out there. It 
will only get harder from here 
on out, so we certainly want to 
get better though.” 

With a week to rest, the cur¬ 
rent behef is that Reilly may 
be ready to start next Sunday 
when the Eskimos meet the 
Stampeders in the West Final 
in Calgaiy. 

“Em sure that the time be-
